Old Man Winter unleashed his heaviest snow barrage of the current 
season over the week-end, and laid a fleecy blanket of white over Get­ 
tysburg and Adams county.

Pennsylvania Executive An­ 
nounces Candidacy from 
New York Hospital. 


Harrisburg, Feb. 26 (AP)—-Gov. 
Gifford Pine hot 
today announced 
his candidacy for the United States 
senate against David A. Reed, who 
has held that office for two terms. 
The 
governor’s 
announcement 
said: 
“Reed as senator has run the 
errands and taken the orders of 
Mellon, the international bankers, 
and

enough. He should be replaced by 
a man who will 
take his orders 
only from the people. 
“In this crisis republican Penn­ 
sylvania requires and deserves in 
Reed’s place a republican senator 
who will work with the president 
to restore prosperity, 
instead of 
snapping and 
snarling 
at 
his 
heels,” 
Reed announced 
his 
candidacy 
for renomination several weeks ago. 
The governor’s announcement had 
been delayed by his illness in New 
York.
